%  To  His  Excellency ,  John:B.  Gordon, 

Governor  of  Georgia. 

Sir: — In  compliance  to  law,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
submit  this,  their  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
Institution,  for  the  year  beginning  Oct.  1st,  1887  and 
running  to  October  1st,  1888. 

They  ask  that  the  reports  of  Superintendent,  Steward, 
Assistant  Steward,  and  other  officers,  which  you  will  find 
hereto  attached,  be  considered  as  a  part  of  their  report ; 
a  reference  to  which  reports  with  their  classified  and 
tabular  statements  will  give  you  full  information  of  all 

expenditures  and  as  to  how  this  important  trust  has  been 
executed. 

The  expenses  have  somewhat  increased  but  only  be¬ 
cause  of  the  increase  of  patients,  and  by  reference  to 
tabular  statements  above  alluded  to,  you  will  observe 
that  this  year’s  cost  per  capita  will  compare  favorably 
with  former  years.  An  ample  supply  of  water  has  been 
for  years  the  most  important  desideratum  connected 
with  the  Institution.  Even  when  the  present  system  of 
water  works  was  first  projected,  for  fear  that  the  Furman 
Springs,  the  contemplated  source  of  supply,  would  be  in¬ 
sufficient,  the  pump  was  then  located  on  the  banks  of 
Camp  creek,  so  that  in  case  of  necessity  its  waters  might 
also  be  utilized.  With  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  the  need  for  more  water  has  increased  to  such  an 
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extent  until  both  these  sources  are  now  hardly  sufficient 
to  supply  the  demand;  especially  in  the  summer  months 
the  supply  of  water  is  truly  precarious,  the  pump  at  the 
creek  delivering  its  whole  flow  up  at  the  Asylum.  Capt. 
DeSaussure,  the  engineer,  estimates  that  during  the  four 
years  he  has  been  with  the  Institution,  that  the  bed  of 
the  creek  has  been  raised  by  the  filling  in  of  sand,  one 
foot  a  year,  so  that  now  if  a  protracted  drought  should 
occur,  for  want  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  the  Insti¬ 
tution  would  be  in  a  pitiable  condition  indeed.  The  last 
Legislature  wisely  appropriated  $3,000  to  commence  an 
Artesian  well.  The  Trustees  after  advertising  for  bids 
in  various  sections  of  the  L'nion,  finally  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  Messrs.  Joseph  Snakard  &  Co.,  of 
Bradford,  Pennsylvania,  that  they  should  commence  a 
well  12  inches  in  diameter  for  the  first  two  hundred  feet, 
and  8  inches  in  diameter  after  that  depth  had  been  ob¬ 
tained.  They  are  under  contract  to  bore  1500  feet,  but 
the  Trustees  can  stop  at  any  point  after  500  feet  has  been 
reached.  If  they  should  go  the  1500  feet,  the  well  would 
cost  only  $7,500.  They  are  now  at  the  present  writing 
850  feet  deep  with  water  in  fifty  feet  from  the  top.  It 
may  be  that  a  flowing  well  will  not  be  obtained,  but  if  a 
deep  well  like  the  one  in  Atlanta,  with  a  sufficient  sup¬ 
ply  is  secured,  that  will  serve  every  purpose,  as  a  pump 
will  be  necessary  in  any  event  to  raise  the  water  into  the 
tower.  The  supply  has  not  yet  been  tested,  but  it  is 
hoped  and  believed  that  the  water  problem  is  on  the 
verge  of  a  satisfactorv  solution.  We  recommend  that 
the  Legislature  appropriate  $7,500  to  complete  the  work 
on  the  well. 

Mr.  Porsytli  Johnson,  a  professional  landscape  garden¬ 
er,  was  employed  to  draw  a  map  and  plan  for  grading 
the  grounds  in  front,  and  between  the  two  Convalescent 
buildings.  Capt.  DeSaussure  with  a  limited  force  has 
been  executing  the  work  according  to  said  plan.  He  has 
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progressed  very  satisfactorily  with  the  small  force  at  his 
command;  but  much  remains  yet  to  be  accomplished. 
What  has  been  done  will  be  seen  by  a  glance  at  Capt. 
DeSaussure-’s  report,  which  accompanies  this. 

A  company  of  gentlemen  has  organized  a  railroad,  run¬ 
ning  between  Milledgeville  and  the  Asylum,  and  in  a  few 
days  at  farthest  trains  will  be  running  through,  con¬ 
necting  the  Institution  with  the  depots  of  the  Georgia 
and  Central  Railroads  in  Milledgeville.  This,  it  is  believed, 
will  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  Asylum,  as  all  coal  and  other 
supplies  can  be  laid  down  at  its  doors.  All  bids  for  supplies 
can  now  be  made  deliverable  at  the  Asylum,  instead  of  the 
depots  at  Milledgeville,  as  heretofore ;  thus  a  large 
amount  of  hauling  can  be  dispensed  with.  In  view  of 
these  benefits,  the  Trustees  allowed  the  directors  of  said 
road  the  privilege  of  laying  their  track  and  running  their 
trains  through  the  lands  belonging  to  the  Asylum.  Of 
course  this  was  to  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  which  vTill  doubtless  be  obtained.  Instead  of  stor¬ 
ing  supplies  in  the  cellars  of  the  main  building  as  they 
now  are,  we  recommend  that  a  cheap  store  house  be 
erected  in  the  yards  of  the  Asylum,  and  at  the  terminus 
of  said  Railroad,  where  supplies  can  be  unloaded  with¬ 
out  any  hauling. 

By  reference  to  Steward’s  report  you  will  observe  the 
amount  now  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Asylum,  as  well  as 
the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Institution  in  the  State 
Treasury.  • 

It  is  estimated  that  it  will  take  $180,000  per  annum 
for  the  years  1889  and  1890.  In  addition  to  that  wre 
recommend  that  $10,000  per  annum  be  appropriated  for 
extraordinary  repairs,  and  that  eight  thousand  dollars  be 
appropriated  to  finish  the  grading  and  improvement  of 
the  ground  in  front  yard. 

This  being  the  close  of  the  Fiscal  year,  and  the  regular 
time  for  holding  the  election  of  officers  for  the  coming 
two  years,  it  wfts  then  entered  into  by  the  board.

Mr.  R.  C.  Humber  was  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Steward’s  office.  Rev.  T.  H.  Gib¬ 
son  was  elected  Chaplain.  All  other  officers  of  the  Insti-* 
tution  were  re-elected.  The  Board  take  pleasure  in  ex¬ 
pressing  their  satisfaction  at  the  conduct  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Institution  for  the  fiscal  year  just  expired.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees 

Georgia  Lunatic  Asylum: 

Gentlemen; — In  conformity  with  the  law,  and  rules  of 
the  Institution,  I  submit  for  your  consideration,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report,  with  tabular  statements,  together  with  the 
reports  of  the  Steward,  Treasurer,  and  other  officers; 
giving  a  detailed  account  of  its  operations,  movement 
and  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Asylum,  from  Oct. 
1st,  1887,  to  Oct.  1st,  1888. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  1887,  there  were  white  patients 
on  hand  910,  and  colored  385,  making  a  total  of  1,295. 
There  have  been  received  since,  or  during  the  past  year, 
whites  319,  and  colored  132,  making  a  total  reception  of 
451.  There  have  been  discharged,  removed,  eloped,  and 
died,  during  the  year  360,  leaving  on  hand  1st  Oct.  1888, 
1,386. 

The  average  number  under  treatment  during  the  year, 
was  1,340,  while  the  whole  number  receiving  treatment 
was  1,746.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  number  un¬ 
der  treatment  this  year  was  74  more  than  last  year,  and 
of  the  whole  number  treated  during  the  year,  there  were 
90  more  than  any  previous  year. 

The  following  tables  will  give  the  movement  of  both 
the  white  and  colored  in  detail.  And  it  will  be  seen 
from  these  tables,  of  the  319  whites  received  during  the 
year,  62  of  them  were  cases  of  dipsomania.  I  still  think 
that  this  class  could  be  best  cared  for  in  a  special  insti¬ 
tution.

The  health  of  the  institution  has  been  very  good.  It 
will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  causes  of  death,  that  the 
sickness  was  not  due  to  any  local  cause,  which  indicates 
the  good  sanitary  condition  of  the  Institution.  There 
has  been  under  treatment  during  the  year,  1,746  pa¬ 
tients,  and  many  of  them  were  broken  down,  mentally 
and  physically.  We  have  enjoyed  entire  exemption  from 
all  epidemics  or  contagious  diseases,  and  -we  have  had 
no  serious  accidents  of  any  kind,  while  we  have  had 
quite  a, number  with  homicidal  and  suicidal  tendencies, 
and  some  that  required  constant  observation,  both  day 
night.  We  feel  truly  grateful  that  there  has  not  been 
any  suicide.  This  class  of  patients  always  gives  much 
mental  anxiety. 

RECOVERIES. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  per  cent,  of  recoveries  based 
upon  the  recent  and  curable  cases  received  during  the 
year,  is  very  good.  As  the  question  is  sometimes  asked 
as  to  what  per  cent,  of  recoveries  we  have  during  the 
year,  referring  to  the  entire  population,  losing  sight  of 
the  fact,  that  chronic  insanity  is  regarded  as  incurable, 
and  the  longer  the  duration  of  the  disease,  the  more 
hopeless  the  case  is,  hence  the  per  cent,  of  recoveries  is 
based  upon  the  patients  received  during  the  year.  Those 
that  are  admitted  soon  after  the  first  symptoms  of  the 
malady,  a  large  per  cent  recover,  and  perhaps  many  of 
the  remainder  are  very  much  improved.  This  certainly 
ought  to  impress  the  importance  of  early  hospital  treat¬ 
ment.  There  are  quite  a  number  become  insane  every 
year,  if  dangerous  and  violent  at  the  outset,  they  are 
sent  to  the  institution  in  the  acute  and  curable  stage, 
others  that  are  quiet  and  harmless,  are  perhaps  kept  at 
home,  until  the  disease  has  become  chronic  and  incura¬ 
ble,  and  then  sent  to  the  institution,  to  remain  during 
life,  unless  removed  by  relatives  or  friends,  which  is  sel¬ 
dom  done.  We  would  not  be  justified  in  expecting  re¬ 
covery  from  only  the  acute  cases,  therefore,  it  is  reason¬ 
able  to  suppose,  that  at  least  one-half  or  more  of  the 
cases  received  each  year  adds  to  the  list  of  chronic  in¬ 
sanity,  and  the  larger  number  of  the  insane  belong  to 
the  chronic  class,  in  whom  recovery  is  almost  hopeless.

AMUSEMENTS  AND  OCCUPATION. 

We  liave  liaci  a  variety  of  amusements  weekly,  during 
the  year.  Our  well  filled  library  adds  much  to  the  pleas¬ 
ure  and  diversion  of  many  of  our  afflicted  charge.  There 
are  about  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  those  whose  condi¬ 
tion  would  justify  it,  employed  in  some  way,  either  in  the 
gardens,  yards,  kitchen  and  laundry,  or  in  the  wards  and 
dining  rooms.  All  the  sewing  and  repairing  of  the  cloth¬ 
ing  for  the  institution  is  done  in  the  wards. 

WHITE  INSANE. 

While  we  haye  a  few  vacant  rooms  in  this  department, 
1  very  much  fear  that  we  will  be  over-crowded  in  less 
than  twelve  or  eighteen  months. 

COLORED  INSANE. 

The  department  for  the  colored  insane  has  been  filled 
several  times  during  the  year,  to  its  utmost  capacity, 
and  I  apprehend  that  wre  will  soon  be  over-crowrded  and 
be  under  the  necessity  of  putting  two  patients  in  a  room, 
which  is  to  be  regretted. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Much  has  been  done  in  the  past  year  in  the  way  of  re¬ 
pairs  and  improvements,  and  much  more  remains  to  be 
done.  I  would  suggest  that  your  honorable  body  ask 
for  a  special  appropriation  for  extraordinary  repairs  and 
improvements,  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  for 
each  year,  1889  and  1890.  In  my  judgment  nothing  less 
than  this  amount  will  be  sufficient  to  keep  the  buildings, 
machinery,  etc.,  in  proper  repair,  and  if  this  amount  is 
not  appropriated,  important  repairs  will  be  neglected. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  it  is  a  mammoth  institu¬ 
tion,  and  as  it  grows  older,  the  impress  of  time  is  leav¬ 
ing  its  mark  upon  every  part  of  it,  and  unless  it  is  re¬ 
paired  promptly  when  needed,  it  will  ultimately  require 
large  out-lays  of  money  for  repairing  and  putting  the 
buildings  in  proper  condition.

He 
guarded  well  his  sacred  trust;  with  him,  he  only  wanted 
to  know  his  duty  to  the  Institution  and  the  unfortunates, 
and  he  discharged  it  promptly  regardless  of  circumstances 
or  surroundings.

The  question  of  water  supply  continues  to  be  quite  a 
serious  one,  but  it  is  my  pleasure  to  state  that  since  my 
last  report,  work  was  commenced,  and  at  this  writing  is 
progressing  as  well  as  could  be  expected  on  our  artesian 
well.  It  has  not  advanced  far  enough,  however,  to  be 
able  to  say  whether  we  will  succeed  in  getting  a  suffi¬ 
cient  supply.  I  have,  as  last  year,  to  report  that  there 
has  been  a  large  amount  of  fencing  and  other  work  done, 
which  will  appear  under  its  proper  head.  The  wrork  also 
on  grading  the  grounds  after  a  map  and  plan  made  by 
Mr.  J.  Eorsyth  Johnson,  a  professional  landscape  gar¬ 
dener,  is  getting  on  quite  wrell,  considering  the  force  we 
Imve  had  at  wrork.  The  expenses  of  the  Institution  have 
increased,  but  owing  only  to  the  fact  of  the  continued  in¬ 
crease  of  patients.  Our  capita  will  however  compare 
favorably  with  preceding  years.  I  would  suggest  that  a 
separate  and  distinct  appropriation  be  made  for  extraor¬ 
dinary  repairs  or  new  improvements,  completing  the 
grading  of  grounds  in  front,  and  also  the  finishing  of  the 
Artesian  Well. 

The  cost  of  supporting  and  maintaining  the  Institu¬ 
tion  for  the  years  1889  and  1890,  I  believe  can  be  done, 
if  the  heretofore  rigid  economy,  consistent  with  the  same 
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comforts,  is  adhered  to,  for  $180,000.00  per  annum.  I  will 
state  that  $10,000  per  annum,  or  so  much  as  may  be  -re¬ 
quired,  be  appropriated  for  1889  and  1890,  for  extraordi¬ 
nary  repairs.  That  $10,000  be  appropriated  to  complete 
the  ground  in  front,  and  $7,500.00  be  appropriated  to 
complete  the  Artesian  Well. 

Our  Store-Keeper  reports  stock  on  hand  and  paid  for 
$2,720.76. 

Our  Apothecary  reports  stock  on  hand  and  paid  for 
$1,306.90. 

In  closing  this  report  I  am  gratified  to  state  that  I 
have  enjoyed  the  full  confidence  and  esteem  of  our  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  yourself  as  Superintendent,  and  I  have 
brought  to  bear  every  faculty  with  which  I  am  possess¬ 
ed,  to  guard  well  the  interest  of  the  entire  people,  and  the 
comfort  and  welfare  of  the  inmates  of  our  noble  Institu¬ 
tion.

The  work  of  grading  the  park  in  front  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  has  been  begun.  Forty-eight  thousand  (48,000) 
cubic  yards  of  earth  have  been  moved  and  placed  in  po¬ 
sition.  This  has  been  moved  an  average  distance  of  four 
hundred  feet.  The  terrace  around  the  Male  Convales¬ 
cent  building  is  about  completed,  twb  flights  of  granite 
steps,  one  of  eleven,  the  other  of  twenty-eight  steps,  up, 
and  the  sod  laid.  Twenty-one  hundred  square  yards  of 
sod  was  used  on  these  banks.  Seven  hundred  feet  of  12, 
18  &  24  inch  seAver  pipe  have  been  used  under  this  grade. 

A  neAv  brick  dam  has  been  built  across  the  “Spring 
Branch”  replacing  one  Avkicli  was  washed  aAvay  by  the 
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heavy  rains  during  the  early  part  of  September,  1888, 
Thirteen  thousand  brick  were  used  in  this  dam;  which  is 
very  substantial,  the  brick  being  laid  in  hydraulic  ce¬ 
ment,  and  the  foundations  dug  down  to  rock. 

Some  work  has  been  done  on  the  log,  brush,  and  rock 
dam  across  Gamp  creek  at  the  water  wrorks.  Much 
trouble  has  been  caused  by  the  filling  in  of  this  creek 
bed  with  sand.  I  have  estimated  that  the  average  rais¬ 
ing  of  it  has  been  at  the  rate  of  one  foot  a  year  for  the 
past  four  years.  It  was  not  so  rapid  previous  to  that. 
This  is  caused  in  part  by  the  breaking  of  a  mill  d&m,  sit¬ 
uated  some  four  hundred  yards  above  the  water  works; 
and  partly  in  consequence  of  'the  increased  amount  of 
clearing  of  lands  being  done  above  us. 

Each  heavy  rain  brings  down  large  quantities  of  sand, 
which  is  deposited  in  heavy  banks  above  the  “trunk” 
which  conveys  water  to  the  suction  well.  On  one  occa¬ 
sion  recently  (Sept.  1888)  this  bank  of  sand  was  two  feet 
thick  above  the  trunk,  and  we  were  without  any  wTater 
for  ten  hours.  A  day’s  work  with  a  force  of  hands  ena¬ 
bled  us  to  get  a  limited  quantity,  which  was  increased  to 
the  full  capacity  of  the  pump  by  a  second  day’s  work. 

During  the  summer  months  our  supply  of  water  is  very 
precarious,  and  not  of  good  quality,  as  during  the  very 
dry  spells  the  Camp  creek  affords  only  sufficient  water  to 
supply  our  needs— our  pump  delivering  the  whole  flow 
of  the  creek  up  at  the  Asylum.  Had  the  season  been 
just  a  little  dryer  we  would  have  suffered  for  the  want  of 
water. 

A  contract  has  been  made  for  an  Artesian  Well,  and  the 
work  begun  on  the  grounds. 

The  drilling  progresses  very  slowly,  owing  to  the  hard¬ 
ness  of  the  rock  through  which  the  bore  is  made,  A 
depth  of  eight  hundred  and  eighty  feet  has  been  reached. 
About  four  feet  of  hole  is  made  daily,  at  this  depth;  the 
diameter  of  the  bore  being  eight  inches.
